Wise Plan to Treat 
Oats to Avoid Smut 


Operation 
Is Simple and 
Gives Good Results. 


When 
most 
farm ers 
are 
making 
ready to sow oats, they know' whether 
or not smut is present In their seed, 
hut a considerable number of fanners 
do not know how s'gnilh unt oat smut 
Is. 
Losses from this disease are com­ 
monly 
as high as, 5 to 10 per cent. 
They may run less, or may destroy 2a 
to 50 per cent of the crop. 
The actual 
losses from smut are not often ac­ 
curately observed in the field on ac­ 
count of the early spread of the smut 
masses. 
Tin* casual observer is wont, 
therefore, to underestim ate the dam­ 
age and lay the poor yields to other 
causes. 
With but a small ann-unt of trouble, 
and an expenditure not exceeding 2 
cents per bushel, any farm er cun treat 
his seed oats with formalin solution 
and eliminate the smut in one season. 
The treatm ent consists in sprinkling 
the grain with a solution, made by 
mixing 1 pint (1 pound) of 40 per 
cent formalin with 40 gallons ol’ water. 
It is applied at the rate of one gallon 
to the bushel of grain, the grain being 
shoveled thoroughly during the appli­ 
cation. 
The grain is piled after treat­ 
ment and covered with wet cloth or 
canvas. 
After 8 to 12 hours the grain 
is spread out to dry.—II. E. Yasey,

Swiss Chard Is Worthy 
of Place in Any Garden 
Swiss chard or leaf beet is a crop 
worthy to be grown in every home 
gnrdqn. 
Planted in April, a row IS or 
20 feet long of this vegetable will pro­ 
duce u good supply of greens for the 
average 
family 
front 
early summer 
until freezing weather. 
Sow the seed the same as the beet, 
to which family chard belongs, and 
thin the plants to eight or ten inches 
apart In the row as goon as they start 
to crowd, using the thinnings fur a 
good pot of greens. 
A s soon as the 
outer leaves of the remaining plants 
get ten to twelve Inches long, they are 
cut oft close to the point of attach­

As greens this vegetable is most ex­ 
cellent served with melted butter, ba­ 
con glease or cream dressing in the 
same way as spinach. 


Handling Milk for Home 
Use Is a Big Problem 
The farm home lias its problems in 
handling milk for family use. 
The 
fact that milk is produced in abun­ 
dance on the furm does not necessarily 
mean that it Is used in large quanti­ 
ties in the farm home. 
There are 
farms where the production of milk Is 
the principal line of work, yet there is 
Dut little milk used in the home. 
It is in the home on the farm where 
only a few cows are kept and where 
butter is made and Bold, or where 
cream is sold for butter making pur­ 
poses, that the use of milk is often 
neglected. 
It has been said tlmt some 
such homes use less fresh milk per 
person than do many homes in the 
cities. 
The reason Is apparent after a 
moment’s consideration. The principal 
cause of so small a quantity being used 
Is the fact that the farm does not have 
the equipment for cooling the milk and 
placing it on the table in u really 
appetizing condition. 
The city house­ 
wife receives the milk in a clean, at- 
tractlve-looklng bottle. 
T he milk is 
cool when delivered.

Letter« of Recommendation 
A LMOST every mall brings me re- 
/"V quests for letters of recommenda­ 
tion of men who have given my nam e 
as reference to some Individual, or 
flftn to whom they have applied for a 
position. 
In only a very small num ­ 
ber of cases have these men asked me 
for permission to do this, or dy they 
often acknowledge the courtesy after 
It has been done. T he least thing that 
one can do, If he gives your nam e as 
reference, is to advise you of that fact, 
or If possible to ask your permission 
beforehand to do so. 
When you ask 
a man to take the trouble to write you 
a letter of recommendation 
(not a 
‘Recommend,” by th e way), good m an­ 
ners require that you, at least, thank 
him for doing so. 
A letter of recommendation is the 
easiest sort to get from almost any­ 
one, and the people who should be 
most careful as to xvhat they say— 
teachers, preachers, and public men In 
prominent 
positions—are 
often 
the 
most ready to w rite letters of recom­ 
mendation of people whom they do not 
know personally, or who, at least, they 
know 
very 
slightly. 
Letters 
are 
brought to me every September by 
young men Just entering college, w rit­ 
ten by men with w*hom tMfey have no 
acquaintance, and 
with 
whom 
they 
have no connection, excepting that the 
man who writes the letter lives In the 
sam e congressional 
district, 
as 
the 
uncle or the fath er of the boy, who 
presents it to me. 
Such a letter is sel­ 
dom worth a great deal as evidence. 
The letter that Is carried by the per­ 
son recommended to the one to whom 
It is written, Is of far less value than 
the one that Is mailed directly. 
You 
are likely to know the contents of a 
letter that Is in your pocket, even If It 
Is sealed, and if you do know, It Is 
quite certain that the writer will have 
hesitated to make any statem ents that 
are not complimentary. 
If the letter 
Is mailed directly, the writer may he 
frank; he may touch on the weak­ 
nesses, as w'ell as sing the {»raises of 
the man of whom he Is writing, and so 
give a more convincing and truthful 
estim ate of him. 
There are those who hold that If you 
are writing a letter of recommenda­ 
tion, you are under obligation to say 
only good of the m an concerned, or to 
keep silent altogether. 
I had a very 
serious argum ent with a young fellow 
a few years ago, Into whose hands had 
fallen a letter which I had written 
about him, in which communication, I 
had pointed out certain weaknesses of 
his. 
He held that, having agreed to 
w rite a letter of recommendation for 
him, I w'as, by that agreement, under 
obligation to speak only of his good 
qualities. 
There is no greater non­ 
sense than this. 
A letter of recom­ 
mendation should attem pt to give as 
faithful and correct an estim ate of a 
m an’s qualifications as possible, and 
this, to be fair, should Include, also, 
his weak points. 
One does not engage 
a man to fill any position because one 
thinks him perfect, but because the 
sum of his personal, and Intellectual 
characteristics seems to be such as to 
fit him satisfactorily to fill the position 
In question. 
To know his weaknesses, 
and unless he is something more than 
human, he has them, is more often 
than otherwise an advantage. 
It ought, perhaps, also to be borne 
in mind that a letter of recommenda­ 
tion Is the property, not of the one 
about whom It Is written, but of the 
one to whom It Is w ritten. If such let­ 
ters are to be of any value, they must 
generally be confidential, and It is a 
breach of confidence to give them to 
the man recommended, or even to let 
him know of their contents, without 
the consent of the writer. 
A letter of recommendation should, 
ordinarily, Indicate the opportunities 
which the writer has had to become 
acquainted with the person in ques­ 
tion, and the length of time he has 
known him. 
It should give something 
of his training, his experience, ami 
should, especially, dwell upon his un­ 
usual, or outstanding characteristics. 
If he has any qualities which fit him 
especially for the position for which 
he has applied, these should he m en­ 
tioned. 
Integrity, 
trustworthiness, 
willingness to work, and ability to get 
on with people comfortably, are all 
qualities worth mentioning. 
Every one will, at one time or an­ 
other, be asked to recommend a man 
for a position for which neither his 
character, nor his training fit him. The 
only reasonable thing to do In such a 
case is to say frankly to the man who 
asks for the letter, that you cannot 
write It. 
In such a case it wrould be 
unfair, both to the applicant, and to 
those who might employ him, to help 
him to a position which he was not 
qualified to fill.

Hope to Find Skeleton 
of Hippo in England 


The caves of Torbryan, near Newton 
Abbot, In England, are being searched 
In the hope of finding the skeletonized 
remains of a hippopotamus.

middle of last century u Teignmouth 
draper named Wedger spent most of 
his 
leisure time 
for 
twenty 
years 
searching nine of the nnttiral caves 
and 
found 
the 
remains 
of 
bears, 
wolves, lions and hyenas. 
His most 
startling find was that of the tooth and 
part of the forehead of a hippopota­ 
mus. 
Experts have argued for years 
over the latter discovery, and a sys­ 
tematic search of the caves Is being 
made in the hope that the rest of the 
bones of the river monster will be 
found. 
It is common knowledge in sci­ 
entific circles that, in the different eras 
through which Great Britain passed, 
bears, wolves, lions and other wild 
animals ranged tin* country, but, in 
regard t<> the situation of the caves, 
it I*- contended that there would be 
too little water to attract a hippo­ 
potamus. 
Beneath the natural floor 
of one of the caves signs of human 
habitation have been discovered.

(Prepared by the Unite.! States Department 
oi Agriculture.) 
Competent authorities in the range 
stutes estim ate that the condition of 
the native pastures of that areu is now 
only ID to SO per cent of their origin»! 
productivity, 
i’his deter! or Alton, says 
the United States D epartm ent of Ag 
rlculture, ha* been largely the result 
of overstocking. Another result of this 
condition has been smaller size of cat­ 
tle even where they are well bred. 
During periods of high prices stock­ 
men are tempted to put on more cuttle 
than the range can support without 
showing the effect in following years. 
There Is also a tendency to stock heav­ 
ily when pastures are especially good 
to recover losses sustained during bad 
years, with the frequent result that the 
gamble is eat ried too far. 
The conservative cattlemen, says the 
department, w h o have developed tiie 
Industry to Its present high standard 
and acquired greater success In the 
range area, have learned to stock their 
pastures to meet adverse or subnormal 
years. 
When ver\ good years come 
along additional stock is bought and 
held for a short time to make profit­ 
able use of the extra grass without 
taxing the range too much. 
On the 
other hand, many stockmen use up too 
much of the pasture and reduce the 
vigor of the palatable plants. 
The departm ent says it is next to Im­ 
possible to give definite figures on the 
carrying capacity or the range. 
The 
extremely wide variation Is shown by 
an Investigation of a range area In 
New Mexico where the rainfall was 
practically the same. 
H ere the acre­ 
age varied from 25 to 1-5 acres per 
cow per year.

T H IS WEEK IN 
MISSOURI HISTORY 


This 
week 
com m em orates 
the 
founding on April 23, 1819, a t F ra n k ­ 
lin, Missouri T errito ry , of M issouri’s 
pioneer country new spaper, The Mis­ 
souri Intelligencer and 
Boon’s Lick 
A dvertiser. 
The town 
of Franklin, 
once 
the 
prospective 
if not actual 
commercial 
rival 
of St. Louis, was 
short-lived. 
It existed barely a dec­ 
ade, when it yielded to a g re a te r r i­ 
val, the Missouri river. 
But during 
those few years, it attracted a popu­ 
lation of 2000 
stores 
and factories, 
churches 
and schools, 
a new spaper 
and a public library. 
Its real estate 
was as high as St. Louis property. In 
it 
lived 
men 
who 
won state-w ide 
| fam e, lawyers and statesm en, soldiers 
and traders, 
a rtis ts 
and educators. 
Few towns have equalled the work of 
Franklin in so short a life. 
It 
was 
truly a child of fo rtu n e and a victim 
of destiny. 
Of its many fru its Franklin will be 
longest rem em bered as the birthplace 
of the Santa Fe trade and of the first 
newspaper west of St. Louis. 
Both 
have lived in history for over a cen­ 
tury. 
The paper under the nam e 
of 
Columbia H erald-S tatesm an exists to 
this day. 
P uritan New England and Cavalier 
Virginia united in founding M issou­ 
r i^ 
pioneer 
country 
new spaper, as 
they have so often done in upbuilding 
the Center State. 
N athaniel P atten 
of M assachusetts, and Benjam in HoJ- 
liday, of Virginia, were our pioneer 
country editors. 
The partnership of 
these 
two 
w as 
soon dissolved, and 
first Holliday and later P atten 
be­ 
cam e sole owner. 
The la tte r served 
as owner 
and 
editor from 1822 t . 
1835. 
Patten was n man of culture 
and 
education. 
His ideals were high, his 
courage unquestioned. 
D eafness and 
¡11 health, debts and disappointm ents, 
seemed only to refine his lovable spir­ 
it. 
His paper lacked much from mod­ 
ern standards, but it did much from 
the 
standards 
of the day. 
It was 
clean and well printed, had few typo­ 
graphical errors, used excellent E n g ­ 
lish, and, despite a period of political 
! bitterness, was free from abuse. 
It 
I lacked “gossip” 
and personal news. 
! P atten was m arried twice during h s 
editorial career, 
but he 
announced 
neither of his m arriages. 
Wit and 
hum or were absent from this pioneer 
sheet, 
and 
its 
pages w ere covered 
with political news, foreign, national 
and state. 
How- The 
Missouri 
Intelligencer 
survived is a m ystery. 
Prices were 
high arid money 
was scarce. 
Type, 
paper and m aterial cam e from 
the 
E ast. 
Readers w ere few. 
For years 
P atten had only 100 subscribers and 
seldom over 400. 
The 
subscription 
price w as $3.00 in advance, or $4.00 
when paid at the end of the year. Tl 
editor announced th a t he would take 
p aym ent in wood, corn, 
flour 
vegetables, and especially pork, 
price for advertisem ents w as 
an inch. 
Duelling was 
common 
and 
were quarrelsom e, but P atte n 
fought a duel. 
Men 
w ithout 
courage hid behind the editor 
such noms 
de 
plum e as “ G rachus”, 
“Ju stice”, “ M any V oters”, “ Shinney 
Y our Own Side”, and produced ab ­ 
usive and personal articles. 
P atten, 
under 
a false 
and 
foolish sense of 
honor never divulged the nam es 
of 
the w riters and shouldered the odium 
of their work. 
Such cowardice 
and 
such courage w ere common. 
It was 
due to men like P atten and agencies 
like The Missouri Intelligencer, th at 
Missouri advanced.

Constantinople, April 18.—The ca­ 
thedral bomb outrage at Sofia, Bul­ 
garia, when 100 persons were killed 
and more than .’TOO injured, was order­ 
ed by*M. Zinovieff, head of the Third 
Internationals, according to informa­ 
tion received here. 
The revolutionary campaign in Bul­ 
garia is direeted from a branch office 
of the Communist 
international 
at 
the Soviet embassy in Constantinople 
and in the early part of January, 
M. 
Zinovieff ordered the branch to make 
a supreme effort to establish a peas­ 
ant Soviet republic in Bulgaria and 
Macedonia during March and April.

“I will only receive 10,000,000 gold 
rubles ($5,000,000) 
from 
the soviet 
government 
during 
the first 
three 
months of the year”. Zinovieff wrote 
the 
Constantinople 
branch. 
"I am 
so hopeful of the revolutionary move­ 
ment in Bulgaria and Macedonia that 
1 am sending you 4,000,000 of the 10,- 
000,000 for an intensified campaign in 
these 
countries 
during 
March and 
April, 
although 
this 
forces us 
to 
abandon important work in China for 
' several months”.

time 
Zinovieff for- 
, warded a plan drawn up by the com- 
' munist general stafT for a general up­ 
rising 
in 
Bulgaria 
and Macedonia 
which 
included the 
dynamiting 
of 
public buildings. 
It is explainer! from the commun­ 
ist standpoint 
that 
Bulgaria is 
the 
key to the control of the Balkans. If 
Bulgaria is won, the first effect wdl 
he the destruction of Roumania, 
the 
second will he the establishment of a 
soviet republic in Macedonia with Sa- 
loniki the capital, and the dissolution 
of Jugoslavia; the third will be 
the 
arrival of Russia at the Aegean and 
Adriatic seas; the fourth will be the 
isolation 
and absorption 
of Turkey, 
and fifth, the establishment of soviet 
republics in Central Europe, notably 
Albania, Croatia and Galicia. 
When 
the 
Turkish 
police catch 
communist 
agents spread ingpropa- 
ganda in Turkey they throw them in- 
jto prison, beat them unmercifully and 
then expel them.

Insight Into the 
young roan's character, his tem pera­ 
ment. his pleasures, his recreations, 
and his ambitions 
When I bad read 
It through, I felt that I knew him per­ 
sonally, and that he was Just the sort 
of man who would fit Into the place 
for which he was applying 
As circum stances later developed. It 
was not possible for him to take the 
position, but his letter interested me 
•o much that I have ever since fol­ 
lowed his career.

The actual 
losses from smut are not often ac­ 
curately observed in the Held on ac­ 
count of the early spread of Ihe smut 
masses. 
The casual observer Is wont, 
therefore, to underestim ate the dam ­ 
age and luj the poor yields to other 
causes. 
With but u small amount of trouble, 
and an expenditure not exceeding 2 
cents per bushel, any farm er can treat 
his seed oats with formalin solution 
and elim inate the smut In one season. 
The treatm ent consists in sprinkling 
the grain with a solution, m ade by 
mixing 1 pint 
(1 pound) of 40 per 
cent formalin with 40 gallons of water. 
It Is applied at the rate of one gallon 
to the bushel of grain, the grain being 
shoveled thoroughly during the appli­ 
cation. 
The grain Is piled after tre a t­ 
ment and covered with wet cloth or 
canvas. 
After s to 12 hours the grain 
Is spread out to dry.— II. K. Vasey,

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Swiss Chard Is Worthy 
of Place in Any Garden 
Swiss chard or leaf beet Is a crop 
worthy to la* grown in every home 
gnrdqn. 
Planted in April, a row 15 or 
20 feet long of this vegetable will pro­ 
duce a g«M>d supply of greens for the 
average 
family 
from 
early 
summer 
until freezing weather. 
Sow the seed the same as the beet, 
to which family chard belongs, and 
thin the plants to eight or ten Inches 
apart In the row as soon as they start 
to crowd, using the thinnings for a 
good pot of greens. 
As soon as the 
outer leaves of the remaining plants 
get ten to twelve inches long, they are 
cut off close to the point of attach ­ 
ment at the base, and flu* central part 
of 
the 
plant 
allowed 
to 
continue 
growth until again large leaves are 
produced, when again these are cut 
and used. 
Continued cutting of the 
outer leaves does not harm tin* plants 
and they will flourish until October. 
Some housekeepers strip the green 
leafy portions from the thick white 
midrib 
of 
the 
leaf, 
use 
these 
as 
"greens" and serve the midribs In tin* 
same m anner as asparagus. 
Swiss chard is easily canned for 
winter use, and is successfully dried 
If the thick midribs are split thin so 
they dry evenly with the leafy portion 
As greens this vegetable Is most ex­ 
cellent served with melted butter, ha 
con grease or cream dressing in the 
same way as spinach.

Handling Milk for Home

Tla* farm home has Its problems In 
handling milk for family use. 
The 
fact that milk is produced In abun 
dunce on the farm does not necessarily 
mean that it Is used in large quanti­ 
ties In the farm home. 
T here art* 
farm s where the production of milk Is 
he principal line of work, yet there is 
but little milk used in the home. 
It is In the home on the farm where 
only a few cows are kept Hnd where 
butter is made and sold, or where 
cream Is sold for butter making p u r­ 
poses, thut the use of milk is often 
neglected. 
It has been said that some 
such homes use less fresh milk per 
person than do many homes In the 
cities. 
The reason Is apparent after a 
moment's consideration. The principal 
cause of so small a quantity being used 
Is the fact that the farm does not have 
the equipment for cooling the milk and 
placing it on the table in a really 
appetizing condition. 
The city house­ 
wife receives the milk In a clean, at- 
tractlve-looking bottle.

tion of men who have given my nam e 
as reference to some Individual, or 
flym to whom they have applied for a 
position. 
In only a very small num ­ 
ber of cases ha vs these men asked me 
for permission to do this, or dg they 
often acknowledge th s courtesy after 
It has been done. The least thing that 
one can do, If he gives your nam e as 
reference, Is to advise you of that fact, 
or If possible to ask your permission 
beforehand to do ao. 
When you ask 
a man to take the trouble to w rite you 
a letter of recommendation 
(not a 
‘Vecommend,’’ by the w ay), good m an­ 
ners require th at you, at least, thank 
him for doing ao. 
A letter of recommendation la the 
easiest sort to get from almost any­ 
one, and the people who should he 
moat careful aa to w hat they aay— 
teachers, preachers, and public men in 
prominent 
positions—are 
often 
the 
moat ready to w rite letters of recom­ 
m endation of people whom they do not 
know personally, or who, at least, they 
know 
very 
slightly. 
L etters 
are 
brought to me every Septem ber by 
young men Just entering college, w rit­ 
ten by men with whom tlf^y have no 
acquaintance, and with whom they 
have no connection, excepting that the 
man who w rites the letter lives In the 
sam e congressional 
district, aa the 
uncle or the father of the boy, who 
presents It to me. 
Such s letter is sel­ 
dom worth ■ great deal aa evidence. 
The letter that la carried by the per­ 
son recommended to the one to whom 
It is written, is of far less value than 
the one that la mailed directly. 
You 
are likely to know the contents of a 
letter that Is in your pocket, even if it 
is sealed, und if you do know, it is 
quite certain that the w riter will huve 
hesitated to make any statem ents that 
are not com plim entary. 
If the letter 
is mailed directly, the w riter rnnv he 
fra n k ; he may touch on the weak­ 
nesses. as well a s sing the praises of 
the man of whom he 1« writing, anil so 
give a m<ire convincing and truthful 
estim ate of him. 
There are those who hold that If you 
are writing a letter of recommenda­ 
tion, you are under obligation to say 
only good of the m an concerned, or to 
keep silent altogether. 
I hod a very 
serious argum ent with a young fellow 
a few years ago, Into whose hands had 
fallen a letter which I had w ritten 
about him, in which communication, 1 
had pointed out certain weaknesses of 
his. 
He held that, having agreed to 
w rite a letter of recom m endation for 
him, I was, by th at agreem ent, under 
obligation to speak only of his good 
qualities. 
There is no greater non­ 
sense than this. 
A letter of recom­ 
mendation should attem pt to give as 
faithful and correct an estim ate of s 
roan’s qualifications aa possible, and 
this, to be fair, should Include, also, 
his weak points. 
One does not engage 
a man to fill any position because one 
thinks him perfect, but because the 
sum of his personal, and Intellectual 
characteristics seems to be such a a to 
lit him satisfactorily to fill the position 
In question. To know his weaknesses, 
and unless he is som ething more than 
human, he has them, is m ore often 
than otherwise an advantage. 
It ought, perhaps, also to be borne 
in mind that a letter of recommenda­ 
tion is the property, not of the one 
about whom It Is w ritten, but of the 
one to whom it Is w ritten. If such let­ 
ters are to be of any value, they must 
generally be confidential, and it Is a 
breacli of confidence to give them to 
the man recommended, or even to let 
him know of their contents, without 
the consent of the w riter. 
A letter of recom m endation should, 
ordinarily, indicate the opportunities 
which the w riter has had to become 
acquainted with the person in ques 
tlon, and the length of tim e he has 
known him. 
It should give something 
of his training, his experience, and 
should, especially, dwell upon his un 
usual, or outstanding characteristics 
If he has any qualities which fit him 
especially for the position for which 
he has applied, these should he men 
tloned. 
Integrity, 
trustw orthiness, 
willingness to work, and ability to get 
on with people com fortably, are all 
qualities worth mentioning. 
Every one will, at one tim e or an ­ 
other, be asked to recommend a man 
for a position for which neither his 
character, nor his training tit him. The 
only reasonable thing to do in such a 
case is to say frankly to the man who 
asks for the letter, that you cannot 
w rite it. 
In such a case it would be 
unfair, both to the applicant, and to 
those who might employ him, to help 
him to a position which he was not 
qualified to fill.

This 
week 
commemorates 
the 
founding on April 23, 1810, at Frank ­ 
lin, Missouri Territory, of Missouri's 
pioneer country newspaper, The Mis­ 
souri Intelligencer and 
Boon's Lick 
Advertiser. 
The town 
of Franklin, 
once 
the 
prospective 
if not actual 
commercial 
rival 
of St. Louis, was 
short-lived. 
It existed barely a dec­ 
ade, when it yielded to a greater ri­ 
val, the Missouri river. 
But during 
those few years, it attracted a popu­ 
lation of 2000 
stores 
and factories, 
churches 
and schools, 
a newspaper 
and a public library. 
Its real estate 
was as high as St. Louis property. In 
it 
lived 
men 
who 
won state-wide 
¡fame, lawyers and statesmen, soldiers 
and traders, 
artists 
and educators. 
Few towns have equalled the work of 
Franklin in so short a life. 
It 
was 
truly a child of fortune and a victim 
of destiny. 
Of its many fruits Franklin will be 
longest remembered as the birthplace 
of the Santa Fe trade and of the first 
newspaper west of St. I>ouis. 
Both 
have lived in history for over a cen­ 
tury. 
The paper under the name 
of 
Columbia Herald-Statesman exists to 
this day. 
Puritan New England and Cavalier 
Virginia united in founding Missou­ 
ri1« 
pioneer 
country 
newspaper, as 
they have so often done in upbuilding 
the Center State. 
Nathaniel Patten 
of Massachusetts, and Benjamin HoJ- 
liday, of Virginia, were our pioneer 
country editors. 
The partnership of 
these 
two 
was 
soon dissolved, and 
first Holliday and later Patten 
be­ 
came sole owner. 
The latter served 
as owner 
and 
editor from 1822 i • 
1835. 
Patten was si man of culture 
and 
education. 
His ideals were high, his 
courage unquestioned. 
Deafness and 
ill health, debts and disappointments, 
seemed only to refine his lovable spir­ 
it. 
His paper lacked much from mod­ 
ern standards, but it did much from 
the 
standards 
of the day. 
It was 
clean and well printed, had few typo­ 
graphical errors, used excellent Eng­ 
lish, and, despite a period of political 
bitterness, was free from abuse. 
It 
lacked “gossip“ 
and personal new 
Patten was married twice during his 
editorial career, 
but he 
announced 
neither of his marriages. 
Wit and 
bunior were absent from this pioneer 
«licet, 
and 
its 
pages were covered 
! with political news, foreign, national 
and state. 
How The 
Missouri 
Intelligencer 
survived is a mystery. 
Prices were 
high and money 
was scarce. 
Type, 
paper and material came from 
the 
East. 
Readers were few. 
For years 
Patten had only 100 subscribers and 
seldom over 400. 
The 
subscription 
price was $3.00 in advance, or $4.00 
when paid at the end of the year. Tl 
editor announced that he wrould take 
payment in wood, corn, 
flour 
and 
vegetables, and especially pork. 
The 
price for advertisements was $1.00 
an inch. 
Duelling was 
common 
and 
men 
were quarrelsome, but Patten never 
fought a duel. 
Men 
without 
moral 
courage hid behind the editor under 
such noms 
de 
plume as “Grachus”, 
“Justice”, “ Many Voters”, “Shinney 
on Y'our Own Side”, and produced ab­ 
usive and personal articles. 
Patten, 
under 
a false 
and 
foolish sense of 
honor never divulged the names 
of 
the w riters and shouldered the odium 
of their work. 
Such cowardice 
and 
such courage were common. 
It was 
due to men like Patten and agencies 
like The Missouri Intelligencer, that 
Missouri advanced.
